Financial aid improves 


Students have been lined up outside the 
dooTS of Fmancval Md Seivicos m Uivv 
versity Centre, and this year manager 
Nels Granewall and his staff have some¬ 
thing more to offer. 

“Since post-secondary education has 
been split off from the Ministry and 
become separate, the new Ministry has 
had time to focus on some of the prob¬ 
lems facing university students, and 
there have been some major changes in 
the financial aid picture,” reports 
Granewall. 

Granewall and Administrative Regis¬ 
trar Gord Smiley both suggest that the 
improving aid situation may partially 
account for this year’s unexpected enrol¬ 
ment pickup. 

The changes which Granewall cites 
benefit students at both undergraduate 
and graduate levels, and in one category 
constitute a form of delayed grant. 

The changes, as Granewall explains 
them, are: 

• the scholarship picture has improved. 
Scholarships are generally not consi¬ 
dered to be financial aid, but the pro- 
vince is allocating additional 
scholarship funds for out-of-town stu¬ 
dents. Whereas students who qualify for 
scholarships based on their Grade 12 
provincial examination results and who 
live with their parents receive $1,000, 


students from out of town receive $2,500 

for fttsl yeai. 

• the flow of government money has 
improved. “We’re not so happy that so 
much is loan, not grant monies, but the 
amount of loan funds available has 
increased.” 

• only students who live at home with 
their parents must pay the mandatory 
minimum student contribution of 
$900.00 towards their education 
expenses. “With this change, one of the 
major bugaboos we’ve had has been 
eliminated. This is an important change 
this year that has greatly increased the 
ability of students to go to university. 

• needy graduates are now being 
treated in the same manner as needy 
undergraduates, and can get loans from 
the provincial government as well as 
from federal sources if they are B.C. resi¬ 
dents. Before this year, B.C. graduates 
could only apply for federal loans. 

• students from out of town who have 
graduated from a university program 
can get a one third remission off their 
student loan, if they are in financial 
need. If such a student has taken out a 
$2,500 loan, for example, the amount to 
be repaid will be $1,600. “Therefore, 
there is a form of delayed grant for stu¬ 
dents who live out of town.” 


Enrolment picks up 


An unexpected upswing in fall registra¬ 
tion figures has taken UVic administra¬ 
tors pleasantly by surprise. 

Although there are 145 fewer full-time 
first year students this year than last (a 
decline of 9.7 per cent), there are 10 more 
students registered full-time in all years 
and categories. The total full-time regis¬ 
tration figures for 1986 are 6,425 stu¬ 
dents, .2 per cent more than last year. 
The administration had been expecting 
a 2.5 per cent decrease. 

The number of full-time students 
entering UVic for the first time has 
increased in the upper years. The total 
number of students entering UVic for 
the first time is 2,344, an increase of 75 
students or 3.3 per cent over last year. 
Last year, the number of new entry stu¬ 
dents was down 7.4 per cent overall. 

“We have more people than we 
thought we’d have. It appears that some 
of the B.C. College transfer students 
who we thought would eventually move 
on to the university are, in fact, showing 
up. I also believe that the improved 
financial aid situation has helped stu¬ 
dents continue at university,” says 
Administrative Registrar Gord Smiley. 

“The most encouraging thing is Year 2 
and 3, compared to last year when we 
weren’t seeing any increases. Last year 
and before there were declines in Year 2, 
and people assumed that these would 
carry through, but this hasn’t happened. 

“Given the size of our Year 1 decline 
last year, this year’s Year 2 numbers are 
in good shape. The new students have 
taken up most of the slack.” 


The Year 2 students after first results 
of gymnasium registration number 
1,619, an increase of 16 over last year, 
and the Year 2 new entry students have 
increased by 74. The Year 3 new entries 
have increased by 47 students, or 19.7 
per cent. 

The only year that has shown a 
decline so far in full-time student 
numbers, in addition to Year 1, is Year 3, 
with one student fewer than last year. 
The other years are all up from one to 29 
per cent. 

Part-time enrolment is down this year 
compared to last, by 58 students a 2.3 per 
cent decrease. Total part-time enrolment 
is 2,514 this year, which is 28.1 per cent 
of total enrolment. 

The largest full-time student increase 
in faculties was in Human and Social 
Development, with an increase of 43 stu¬ 
dents to make a total of 380. The largest 
decrease in full-time students was in the 
largest faculty. Arts and Science, which 
had 62 fewer students register to make a 
total of 4,252 students. The Fine Arts 
Faculty had a registration decrease of 18 
full-time students, the second largest 
decrease next to Arts and Science, and 
Education' declined by 4 full time 
registrants. 

Part-time registrations decreased in 
all faculties except Fine Arts, which had 
an increase of 29 students. The largest 
part-time registration decrease was 
again in Arts and Science, at 46 stu¬ 
dents, and the second largest decrease, 
was in Education, at 33 students. 



When Administrative Registrar Gordon Smiley came to UVic from the University of 
Waterloo in 1976, people outside British Columbia hadn’t heard much about this 
university, he recalls. In the ten years he has been here, Smiley has seen that situation 
change dramatically. “Now UVic is known and has a good reputation across the 
country. President Retch has done a lot to get UVic on solid academic footing. “Another 
of Smiley’s recollections is that it was only six months before he arrived on campus that 
UVic admissions officers had decided it would be worthwhile to visit high schools 
outside Victoria looking for students. “Before it was just assumed they’d all go to UBC 
and SFU’’. Smiley had his work cut out for him at UVic, by all accounts did it well, and 
now is moving on to a challenging new position at the University of Western Ontario, 
where he will be assistant vice-president for Student Affairs and Registration. This 
newly-created position puts the registrar’s functions together with a number of student 
services including housing, counselling, placement, health services, financial aid and 
dealing with student government. “It’s one of those situations that doesn’t come along 
too often. I guess I see my leaving UVic in the same way I saw my coming here—a new 
job and lots of opportunity. ’’ Personally, says Smiley, his experience here has been 
“really good, and a tremendous opportunity. ’’ He has emphasized an increasing service 
orientation in his department towards the faculty, students and staff. “What we’ve tried 
to do is provide service for our clients. That’s what we’re here for. ’’ He will be back to 
visit, he told those who gathered at the Faculty Club Sept. 8 for a reception in his honor. 
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Lansdowne lecturer looks at earth Nuclear Future explored 


The adage you can’t tell a book by its 
cover doesn’t hold true about Mother 
Earth, according to a leading 
international geologist, scheduled to 
speak as a Lansdowne Lecturer at 
UVic Sept. 16. 

Dr. Dudley Parkinson will 
demonstrate in a public lecture that the 
nature of the interior of the earth must 
be derived from surface measurements 
of various sorts. 

Parkinson’s lecture, titled “What On 
Earth Is Inside?”, takes place at 12:30 
p.m. in Room 167 of the Elliott Building. 

Parkinson, an Honorary Research 
Associate with the Geology Department 
of the University of Tasmania, Hobart, 
Australia, says that while there are a 
variety of sources of information, elastic 
waves from earthquakes constitute the 
most useful source of information. Other 
valuable clues come from gravity, 
satellite orbits, tides, temperatures, and 
the earth’s magnetic field. 

A leading international authority on 
geomagnetism and author of a 400-page 


text in advanced geophysics, Parkinson 
is particularly knowledgeable in the 
field of geomagnetic measurement for 
coastal regions such as British 
Columbia. 

Among his accomplishments is the 
introduction of the “Parkinson arrow”, 
which is internationally used as an 
interpretive aid in geomagnetic studies. 

The 67-year-old retired teacher was 
educated at the University of Western 
Australia in Perth, and received his 
doctorate from John Hopkins 
University in Baltimore. 

Employed with the Austalian 
government’s Bureau of Mineral 
Resources between 1954-67, Parkinson 
served on the faculty at the University of 
Tasmania until his retirement in 1984. 

He has been a UNESCO Fellow, with 
the RAND Corporation, and a visiting 
scholar at the University of Alberta in 
1974, and the University of Edinburgh 
in 1978, as well as at UVic in 1983. His 
UVic visit. Sept. 14 to 27, is sponsored by 
the Physics Department. 


One of the world’s foremost authorities 
on environmental policy and nuclear 
risk technology will be at UVic Sept. 17 
to speak on the “Nuclear Future after 
Chernobyl”. 

The Lansdowne Lecture will be given 
by Dr. Timothy O’Riordan, professor of 
Environmental Sciences at the Univer¬ 
sity of East Anglia, at 7:30 p.m. in Beg- 
bie 159. 

O’Riordan is a leading international 
authority on Resource Management, 
Environmental Planning and Risk 
Assessment. He has been appointed to 
several international commissions con¬ 
cerned with environmental manage¬ 
ment policy and has received 
scholarships and awards from major 
geographical societies in Great Britain. 

After graduating from Cambridge 
with his Ph.D. in Geography in 1967, 
Professor O’Riordan taught in the 
Department of Geography at Simon 
Fraser University until 1974. He then 
moved to the School of Environmental 


Sciences at the University of East 
Anglia in Norwich, accepting his pres¬ 
ent position in 1980. 

A prolific researcher, editor and wri¬ 
ter, Timothy O’Riordan’s books include 
“Environmentalism” and “Perspectives 
on Resource Management.” Many of his 
articles are concerned with ecological 
research, political decisions, environ¬ 
ment and planning. One of his most 
recent (1986), entitled “Environmental 
politics in the 1980’s”, focuses on the 
public examination of radioactive waste 
disposal. In 1985 he prepared a report for 
the British House of Commons Environ¬ 
ment Committee on these same public 
attitudes and their political consequen¬ 
ces. He has also written for the Beijer 
Institute of Stockholm on managing 
nuclear risk in the U.K. in their recent 
international report comparing major 
nuclear risk studies. 

O’Riordan is visiting UVic as. a Lans¬ 
downe Lecturer in the Department of 
Geography. 


Ice Ages and Climate addressed 


Leading literary critic to speak 


“Probably the hottest new figure on the 
literary criticism scene today,” Terry 
Eagleton will give public Lansdowne 
lectures Sept. 22 and 23 at UVic. 

The evaluation of Eagleton is by Tom 
Cleary, chairman of the UVic English 
Department. 

Eagleton, from Wadham College, 
Oxford University, enjoys a world-wide 
reputation as a critic, critical theorist; 
and explicator of the often difficult ideas 
of other contemporary critical theorists. 

Eagleton is a noted exponent of sev¬ 
eral contemporary schools of criticism, 
including feminist and marxist criti¬ 
cism, as well as structuralist and post¬ 
structuralist theory. He is the sort of 
speaker who, due to his broad perspec¬ 
tive and gift for clarifying the difficult 
should be interesting to many people. 

Eagleton’s first lecture on “The End of 
English” is on Sept. 22 at 11:30 a.m. in 
Room A311 of the Clearihue Building. 
His second is on Sept. 23 at 12:30 p.m. in 
Clearihue Cl 12, on the topic of “Freud 
and the Culture of Vienna.” 

Eagleton’s best known book, Literary 
Theory: An Introduction, is a scholarly 
best seller. 


He has published 13 books since 1966, 
including his most recent. Against the 
Grain, a collection of essays written 
between 1975 and 1985. Such works as 
The Function of Criticism, The Rape of 
Clarissa: Writing, Sexuality and Class- 
Struggle in Samuel Richardson, and 
Literary Theory: An Introduction have 
proved particularly influential. 

He has composed a musical, Brecht 
and Company, which was produced at 
the Edinburgh Festival in the 70’s, writ¬ 
ten a novel, Saints and Scholars, and 
translated works from several lan¬ 
guages, including Chinese, Catalan, 
Swedish and Polish. 

Eagleton has edited works of Thomas 
Hardy and Charles Dickens, and has 
published essays on such topics as 
Catholics and The Left, D.H. Lawrence, 
George Orwell and the Lower Middle 
Class Novel, T.S. Eliot and Common 
Culture, Psychoanalysis in the 17th 
Century, Wittgenstein, Charlotte 
Bronte, Literature and Ideology, Brecht, 
Marxism and History and W.B. Yeats. 


“The Ice Ages of the Earth’s Climate” 
will be the topic of a Lansdowne Lecture 
to be delivered at UVic Sept. 23 at 8 p.m. 
at UVic, by one of Switzerland’s leading 
geophysicists. 

Dr. Gaston Fischer, the visiting Lans¬ 
downe lecturer, has an international 
reputation for his research in the field of 
geomagnetism. He has headed the Swiss 
delegation at meetings of the Interna¬ 
tional Union of Geodesy and Geophys¬ 
ics, and has published extensively, 
principally in the area of geomagnetism. 

Some of Fischer’s recent articles 
include “Electromagrnetic Induction 
Effects at an Ocean Coast,” “Review of

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New engineering dean arrives 



At its meeting July 31, the UVic Board of 
Grovernors announced the appointment 
of Dr. Eric George Manning as the new 
Dean of the Faculty of Engineering. 

Manning, prior to his appointment, 
was director of the Institute of Compu¬ 
ter Research (ICR) arid Professor of 
Computer Science and Electrical Engi¬ 
neering at the University of Waterloo. 
He has gained international promi¬ 
nence in the field of computer 
communications. 

“I am delighted by Dr. Manning's 
appointment", says UVic President Dr. 
Howard Petch, ‘‘He brings an outstand¬ 
ing academic and administrative repu¬ 
tation to Victoria which will benefit the 
University and the community." Man-

ning and Petch were colleagues at UW 
when Petch was vice-president (aca-- 
demic) there in the late 1960's and early 
1970’s. 

Born in Windsor, Ontario in 1940, 
Manning is the author of numerous pub¬ 
lications and the winner of several 
awards in the field of computer commun¬ 
ications. He received his undergraduate 
education in physics and mathematics 
at the University of Waterloo, and com¬ 
pleted his doctoral studies in electrical 
engineering at the University of Illinois 
at Urbana. His current research inter¬ 
ests are in the areas of computer and 
telecommunications technologies, in 
particular data switching and distrib¬ 
uted processing. 


Manning has held several presti¬ 
gious academic appointments in his 20 
years of teaching in Canada, the United 
States and overseas, and in 1982 was 
appointed to the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council of Can¬ 
ada (NSERC), the first time a computer 
communications engineer was named to 
the Council. 

Manning served as Director of ICR 
from 1982 to 1986. During that time, the 
Institute and related activities received 
$31 million from the Government of 
Ontario for a Computer Research Build¬ 
ing. ICR also obtained 11 corporate 
partners, firms which invested $250,000 
each in the Institute’s research program, 
and 25 industrial affiliates. 

In 1983, he was named a Corporate 
Director of Develcon Electronics Ltd. of 
Saskatoon, and the following year he 
was elected a Fellow of the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronics Engineers 
(IEEE). 

In April this year, he was made Honor¬ 
ary Visiting Professor at Nanjing Insti¬ 
tute of Technology, Peoples Republic of 
China. He also served that month as a 
member of the Canadian delegation to 
Japan, which secured Japan’s first 
international agreement with another 
country to work on Fifth Generation 
Computer Research. This research will 
involve work in microelectronics. Artifi¬ 
cial Intelligence, software engineering 
and cognitive science. It is hoped it will 
lead to computer systems with more 
human characteristics than today’s 
systems. 

Manning took up his new post Sept. 1. 
Married, with two children, he and his 
wife, Betty, like to sail and hike, and are 
licensed pilots. 


Acclaimed coach named director of NCI 



Canada’s first National Coaching Insti¬ 
tute, based at UVic, officially opened 
Sept. 8 with its newly-appointed director 
on site. 

UVic was named last March as the 
site for the first NCI in Canada, aimed at 
developing coaches of international cali¬ 
bre. Partners with UVic in the NCI are 
the federal and provincial governments 
and the Coaching Association of 
Canada. 

Alan Roaf, 40, who is directing the 
NCI in its pilot year, was appointed by 
the institute’s board of directors this 
summer. He is a native of Vancouver, 
and a graduate of the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia and Vancouver Island’s 
Shawnigan Lake School. 

Prior to his new appointment he spent 
four years serving in a dual role as Aus¬ 
tralia’s director of coaching education 
for the Australian Rowing Council com¬ 
bined with duties as state director for the 
Queensland Rowing Council. 

Under his direction the NCI this year 
will offer an intensive 12-month pro¬ 
gram in coaching theory, the sport scien-

ces and practical coaching. Basketball, 
middle distance running, rowing, swim¬ 
ming, volleyball and soccer are the 
sports initially included in the insti¬ 
tute’s program, which has been co¬ 
ordinated by Dr. Howie Wenger and Dr. 
David Docherty of the UVic School of 
Physical Education. 

“Alan has a rare combination of quali¬ 
fications which make him an ideal indi¬ 
vidual for this position," says Ken 
Shields, the Institute’s Chairman of 
Operations. 

Sport Canada director Abby Hoffman 
says the institute is “fortunate to have 
attracted an individual of Alan Roaf s 
calibre as executive director. “We look 
forward to the inaugural year of the 
institute’s operation under Alan s 
guidance. 

Roaf s appointment is an added bonus 
for UVic’s already powerful men’s row¬ 
ing program. He and national team 
coach A1 Morrow will co-coach the var¬ 
sity men’s crew. 

Roaf s coaching career began in 1970 
when he served as an assistant coach for 


UBC and the Vancouver Rowing Club. 
He was promoted to UBC varsity head 
coach in 1972 and remained through 
1974. 

In 1972, at age 26, he was appointed 
coach of the Canadian Olympics men’s 
rowing crews, and the following year 
coached the British Columbia Summer 
Games team. 

He was responsible for three men's 
crews at the 1976 Summer Olympic 
Games in Montreal and was the head 
coach of the rowing team at the 1980 
Olympic Games, which Canada 
boycotted. 

As an athlete, Roaf was stroke for the 
UBC varsity eight from 1964-68, and 
captain in 1966. The Canadian crews 
that he has coached have earned three 
silver and two bronze medals, and in 
1985 he directed the coaching and train¬ 
ing of Australia's gold medalist in 
women's single sculls at the World 
Championship in Belgium. 

' He holds a degree in economics from 
UBC and earned his masters of science 
degree in coaching theory from Lake- 
head University in Thunder Bay, Onta¬ 
rio, graduating with commendation in 
1982. 

Roafs impressive administrative 
background includes positions as direc¬ 
tor of the Vancouver Rowing Club (1969- 
71); technical committee chairman of 
the Canadian Amateur Rowing Associa¬ 
tion (1977-79); and manager of the 
Carling O'Keefe Sports Foundation 
(1977-79). 

He was a contributing author of Cana¬ 
da’s coaching theory courses and most 
recently wrote the coaching, theory 
course for Australia’s level two program.

They were 
selected by a three-member committee 
comprised of Neilson, Associate Law 
Dean Gerry Ferguson, and Victoria 
lawyer Pamela Murray Q.C., a governor 
of the Law Foundation of British 
Columbia. 

The Foundation provides grants to 
support legal education, research, 
libraries and legal aid in British 
Columbia out of the interest which 
accrues on funds held in trust in 
lawyers’ mixed and general trust 
accounts. 

Filomena Cusano, who came to 
Canada at age two when her family 
emigrated from Italy, attended school in 
Revelstoke and then completed a B.A. in 
French Language and Literature at 
UVic. As part of that degree she spent 
her third year studying at the 
University of Nice in France. In 1982 she 
was awarded a UVic President’s 
Scholarship and also received the 
Government of Italy’s Book Prize for 
excellence in Italian studies. 

Cusano has been active in volunteer 
organizations in Revelstoke and in the 
summers of 1984 and 1986 worked as a 
Student Placement Officer with the 
Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission. 

Robert Maquire graduated from Trent 
University last year with a B.A., in 
political science with a first class 
academic record, and received a Trent 
University Scholarship. Maguire was 
active in student politics and 
government at Trent, has worked in 
federal and provincial election 
campaigns, and was a candidate in the 
Muskoka riding in the last provincial 
election. He spent a summer working for 
Ranger Oil on a coal exploration project 
in Chetwynd, B.C., and has worked in 
different capacities for the family- 
owned Wenona Lodge Resort in Severn 
Bridge, Ontario. 

Maureen Clark graduated from the 
UBC Honors history program at UBC 
with a first class average, then 
completed a professional year in 
education at that university. For her 
history degree, she specialized in 
Canadian and Latin American history, 
and wrote her honors thesis on the 
development of social institutions and 
community life in the gold-rush town of 
Barkerville. She was awarded the 
Southcott Memorial Graduate Prize in 


1983. 

During the past year, Clark has been 
involved with the Employment 
Opportunities for Women programs, 
and has been providing tutorial help to 
mature students working to complete 
high school equivalency courses.
